Washington Learns Officially 


-That 50 -to- 70 German U-: 
Boats: Have Been: Sunk. 


MAY CHANGE NAVY PLANS 


Underwater Telephones _ Show 
Where Craft Are—Motor Boats 
and‘Aeroplanes Catch Them. 


Detectors to Show Approach of Any 
‘Warship * Tried—Atso a ~Tor- 
pedo Guided by Vibration. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Great Britain 
has discovered’ and put into effective 
operation means of combating the’ sub-’ 


‘marine which, -according to official re- 


ports to thé United States Government, 
already have resulted in a loss .estimat- 
‘ed. at betwéen fifty and seventy Ger- 
man submarines. The reports declare 
that the British Admiraity confidently 
believes it has crushed the German un- 
dersea campaign. : 

New methods of offense and defense 
that may revolutionize naval warfare 
have been adopted, and high British na- 
val officers are -of the opinion that un- 
less the effectiveness of the submarine 
is increased it will no longer constitute 
the menace that it has to commerce 
and battle fleets. 

The British censorship has prevented 
the disclosure of details concerning the 
developments. Within the last. three. 
weeks, however, confidential reports -to 


.various Government departments from 


representatives in European eapitals of 
neutral as well as. belligerent. countries 
have confirmed the British Admiralty’s 
view that an ‘effective means of dealing 
with the submarine has been found. 
These reports are being ‘closely’ scru- 
tinized on account.of the. bearing they 
may have upon the naval policy of the 
United States, They reaffirm officers of 
the navy in their conviction that the 
dreadnought still is the mainstay in 
warfare on sea, and tend to’ dissipate 
the profound impression c by the.

German’ Bases Destroyed. 

The German methods of supplying 
submarines with -oil and provisions, 
either at’ sea or from concealed places 
along the coasts of the British Isles, 
have been ferreted ‘out and practically 
disposed of.

MARCUS BRAUN’S DEFENSE. 


Editor of Fair Play Assails World 
for $s,000. Check Exposure, 


The October number of the monthly 
publication Fair Play, out today, con- 
tains a réply signed by the editor, Mar 
cus Braun, to the exposé of his alleged 
pro-German activities published by The 
World on Aug. 21,, The World printed a 
photograph of a check for $5,000 sent to 
Fair Play on May 28 by Count von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador, and the 
text of a letter written to Mr. Braun by 
the Ambassador on March 15, in which 
he said: P . ‘ 

**T have read Fair Play for the last 
thrée years, and can say that it has been 
living up to-its name and -has: always 
taken the American point of view. r- 
ing the last seven months the editorial 
policy has treated all belligerents fairly, 
and has thefeby rendered a great service 
to the millions of foreign-born citizens, 
especially those of German and Austro- 
Hungarian origin. Fair Play has fought 
for the rights of the latter and for truth, 
always maintaining the American :atti- 
tude and showing true American spirit.’’ 

Mr. Braun has this to say about it: 
** During my absence at the various war 
fronts a non-hyphenated American pa- 
triot, a cheap, self-confessed crook and 
embezzler, at the end of his wits for the 
next-meal, took from my. shelves a copy 
of a letter of which several thousand 
other copies were at hand, and which 
any one might have had for the asking, 
and sold it to The New York World. Tu 
any one who has read it, that letter is a 
credit not only to the one who wrote it, 
but is an honest compliment to me, to 
whom it was directed. _The photograph 
ot the check a haye been had for the 
asking on application*’to the office.’’ 

Mr. Braun says that this transaction 
has been explained by the German Am- 
bassador, and that he has offered to let 
The World appoint a certified public ac- 
countant to go through all the books and 
accounts of the Fair Play Printing and 
Publishing Company if e World wi 
allow a certified accountant nominat 
by Mr. Braun to do the same with its 
books. This, he says, The World has not 
agreed to. Mr. un defends his pa- 
triotism as an American though admit- 
ting that he is proud of his Hungarian 
birth, and makes a vigorous attack upon 
Ralph Pulitzer, publisher of The World. 
He intimates that Lord Northcliffe has 
a hand in directing Tne World’s policies, 
suggests that the bankers favoring the 
Allies dictate all newspaper policies, and 
observes: 

“The charge has been made publicly 
that no public —_— no magazine, and 
no journal, and certainly no "3 peper.

“There is nothing complicated about 
the checker-board system of microphone 
detecto As for dropping mortar shells 
after thé location had been established, 
that is a simple feat. 

‘‘ While the submarine could dive un- 
der an ordinary mine field and avold 
contact mines, that wouldn’t help it 
with this plan, for it is not necessary 
that a submarine be in contact. with an 
exploding ‘mine to be sunk. 

“There is almost no limit to the dis- 
tance at sea this checker board could be 
extended to detect the approach of the 
enemy.’’ - 


HEAR SUBMARINES 50 MILES. 


Detectors Used on French Coast 
Caught German Raiders. 


Among the passengers who arrived 
yesterday from Liverpool:on the Ameri- 
can liner St. Paul was William Dubilier, 
an electrical engineer and manufacturer 


of wireless apparatus at 168 Duane 
Street, who has been four months in 
F ce engaged with Professor Tissot, 
the French scientist, in installing sub- 
marine detectors along the French coast 
from Brest to Dunkirk. He has re- 
turned to make a wireless apparatus 
with a low aerial for use in the nches. 

By the aid of the detectors the British 
Government had been successful in sink- 
ing or Sag maps | sixty-five German sub- 
marines, he said, and the German block- 
ade of the English and French coast 
was a failure. Some of the submarines 
were caught in the nets laid in the 
Channel between Folkestone and Bou- 
logne and Havre and Southampton, 
which were attached to big metal buoys

all descriptions, he said, from the forty-

“When I landed in France in May,”’ 
Mr. Dubilier continued, ‘‘I went to. the 

nch War Department to get a con- 
tract for supplying wireless apparatus 
to be used in aeroplanes. There was 
nothing to be done in that line just 
then, the officials told me, but I was re- 
que to leave at once for Brest and 
work with Professor Tissot, who was 
improving the apparatus for detecting

‘““They haé already sueceéded in detect- 
ing a submarine’s apeconce at a dis- 
tance of five miles, but were bothered 
by other sounds under water. The pro- 
peller of a steamer made a great noise; 
especially large vessels Song through 
the water at a high speed. he object 
of the experiments made by Professor 
Tissot and myself: at Brest ‘and Cher- 
bourg was to filter out these sounds. 
This wag effected by getting four reso- 
mance tubes which’ responded to the 
varying sounds, from the low notes 
ma by the big ship propellers to the 
high notes made by the submarines. 

“We extended the range from five to 
srensy miles, and then, by the use of Dr. 

Forest’s amplifier, we were able 
to detect the presence of a submarine 
fifty miles away, and by this time I am 
sure that Professor Tissot has improved 
on that up to 100 miles. 

‘These detectors were placed in the 
water along the French coast about three 
miles from the shore, at varying dis- 
tances apart, arid kept under observa- 
tion. If a submarine -was heard, the 
direction could be ascertained by the in- 
crease or decrease in the volume - of 
sound. The record ‘was taken at the 
next station, about six miles away. By 
noting the varying. strength at. different 
points the submarine could be located. 

On Sunday, Aug. 22, when I was 
crossing from Folkestone to Boulogne in 
the afternoon I saw a submarine sunk 
that had been located by the detectors 
on the French shore. As she cam? up 
the torpedo boat destroyer, which was 
ahead of our tra ort, fired the three- 
inch bow guns, and the submarine went 
down in a 1 of ofl. I wag told later 
thet several of the crew were captured 
and taken to Boulogne.” 

Mr. Dubilier went on to say that the 
artillery fire was all directed by wire- 
less from aeroplanes a mile back of the 
trenches. The only. difficulty the Allies 
had now was to devise means to com- 
municate from one trench to another. 
Telephone and telegraph systems had 
been tried and proved failures because 
the wires were cut or. disarranged in the 
night by the soldiers. 

Mr. Dubilier said he had been told in 
London that the Admiralty had directed 
the movements of the fleet at the Dar- 
danelles by wireless from Whitehall and 
that Germans had wirelessed directions 
from some section of the British metrop- 
olis to the raiding Zeppelins. He said it 
would be quite feasible for the enemy to

Dr. Pupin said that his invention was 
the result of seven years’ work in the 
engineering laboratory of Columbia Uni- 
versity. e congratulated Mr. Vail 
upon the accomplisment of his engi- 
neers in talking 4,600 miles by wireless.

VIENNA, Oct. 1, (via London.)—The 
following report of the operations on the 
‘Italian frontier was issued tonight by 
the Austrian War Office: 

“On the Tyrolean and Carinthian

Cashier Flather Resigns. 


Following the action of the Grand J ury 
came an announcement tonight from the 


Treasur Department that Cashier 
Henry H. Flather of the Riggs Bank 
had resigned. The bank, as required by 
law, notified the Treasury Department 
of the resignation today. Further than 
to confirm the Treasury’s announcement 
the bank officials declined to comment 
on the resignation. 

Mr. Flather has been out of the city 
for several days. It was said: at the 
bank that he was on vacation... It is 
understood. that his resignation was pre- 
sented a week ago. It was considered 
at a Directors’ meeting last Tuesday, 
but no action was taken at that time, 
and a special meeting was called for 
yesterday, at which it was decided to 
accept it. The members of the Board 
of Directors were told that Mr. Flath- 
er’s action must be kept secret. It was 
therefore not known until the Treas- 
ury Department made its. announcement 
this rer: 

The significance of the retirement at 
this time’ of the pbank’s cashier was 
the subject of speculation § tonight. 
There has been a rumor current in 
Washington for some time that there 
is a disposition on. the part of the 
Treasury officials to drop the case 
against the bank’s officers if ..the: offi- 
cers against whom complaint had been 
made would resi igh. 


Affidavit Attacked at Trial. 


The bank’s affidavit which caused the 
perjury indictment, was the subject 
of bitter comment at the trial last June, 
both by counsel for the Government, and 
by Justice McCoy of the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia. The court 
asserted that the affidavit was un- 
doubtedly misleading, although-~ he ex- 
pressly acquitted Mr. Hogan, who drew 
and presented it, of intent to deceive 
the. court. - Mr. Hogan::e ained. then, 
as the bank’s officers stil ifisist; that 
the affidavit- was trué,; that “it applied 
only to transactions-by the bank 
such, and was not intended to deny What 
was of common knowledge,..that the 
bank’s offig@ers, individually or on be- 
half of customers, traded through Lewis 
Johnson & Co.

3 HELD IN GAGLIO MURDER. 


Slain: Man’s Wife Wife Sent to Jail as a 
Material Witness, 


Mrs. Frances Gaglio, widow of. Sal- 
vatore, Gaglio, member of the clothing 
manufacturing firm of Brown & Gaglio, 
510 Sixth Avenue, who was murdered 
on Wednesday evening while ill in 
bed in ‘his home at 735 East 182d Street, 
the Bronx, was held as a material wit- 
ness yesterday by Coroner Healy. The 
woman’s ‘cousin, Ignatz Friscia of 406 
West Broadway, and Mrs. Rosina Scar- 
lambra, laundress for the Gaglio fam- 
fly, of 2503 Hughes Avenue, were also 
sent to the Bronx County Jail under 
$2,500: bail as material witnesses after 
the Coroner found their statements dif- 
fered in some” important details. 

District Attorney Martin decided: that 
robbery was not the motive of the mur- 
der. He said Mrs, Gaglio had made 
untruthful statements concerning money 
matters. She had saia@ that $45, taken 
from the room.at the time of the mur- 
der, was part of $150 she had borrowed

nied making the loan.

murder, concerning the $2,000 life in- 
surance policy of her husband, in which

There was no‘ four 
billion boost of the persdyal asSeBs~ 
ment that year, and yet the personal 
assessment of. this city alone was 
within $54,710,973 of the personal 
assessment in all other cities. It 
would be illuminating to compare this 
year’s assessment of this city with 
that of the rest of the State. But it 
would be futile, The tax will not be 
paid this year'any more than another. 
If there is by any chance any con- 
siderable addition thig year it will be 
“Taxpayers; can be 
educated as well as Tax .Commis- 
sioners, and much more quickly. 
The question is sprung as a novelty 
this year, and yet it is more than a 
generation since Dayip 4. WELLS pre- 
pared for the New York: Tax ‘Comi- 
mission his unanswerable argument 
against the course taken now by those 
who think they know -better. Of 
course. the rest of the. State, which 
levies;-hardly any pergonal tax, and 
which, taxes: realty lower than the law 
allows, likes to’ see this city’s tax list 
taised by billions. It makes the up- 
State taxpayers feel rich, and it les- 
sens their burdens to have the city 
pay more than they do. But why 
should the*city in that, manner play 
into the hands of those who cheat ‘the 
city worse than any millionaire cheats 
the personal tax laws? The personal 
property tax is not evaded as badly 
as is argued from the small amount 
paid under that head. In 1880 this 


State adopted the policy of classifying 


personal property and taxing jt under 
different heads. The corporation 
taxes are equivalent to '2 per cent. on 
$500,000,000, or a State tax of 3 mills 
on $3,500,000,000. The bank tax pro- 
duced 2 per. cent: on $250,000,000, or 
8. mills upon $1,500,000,000. To cut 
a long story short, the tax on property 
other than real has tripled since the 
State changed its policy. .In the old 
City of New York taxes on per- 
sonalty produced 13 per cent. of. the 
city revenue. Now real estate pays 
only about two-thirds of the total. 
For the State the indirect taxes, mostly 
classified ‘personal property taxés, 
produce 2 per.cent.°on nearly $2,000,-- 
000,000, or 8 mills upon over $12,000,- 
000,000. And yet the personal levy 
for this city alone is made approxi- 
mately $4,000,000,000 on the theory 
that personal taxes are evaded. It 
can only be said that this year’s tax 
roll represents the triumphs of hope 
and theory over experience: ~ and 
practice. \ 





LORD READING’S PILGRIMAGE. 

With that discretion of speech which 
Bacon says is “‘ more than eloquence ” 
Baron ReEapDiInG, Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of England, charmed his audience 
at the dinner given by the Pilgrims. 
in honor of himself and his associates 
of the Anglo-French Commission and 
confirmed the impression already 
formed that the business which the 
commission was charged: to trans- 
act was one which England and 
France deemed it wise to intrust to 
men of surpassing tact and ability. 
Lord READING was in a difficult posi- 
tion. It would have been easy to err, 
the path of indiscretion lay almost 
invitingly open before him. He is, as 
he candidly said, “ not a neutral,” and 
he must have felt that most if not 
all of those who listened to his speech 
would have given him their sympathy 
even had he spoken what he felt from 
the fullness of his heart. Lord 
READING showed his- perfect under- 
standing of the proprieties and his 
full command of himself by avoiding 
any lapse into discourse which from 
its nature or from its subject ‘might 
have laid him open to criticism. 

His resolve to be tactful did not im- 
pose upon him the necessity to be 
uninteresting. As an address of oc- 
casion what he said was delightful to 
his immediate circle of listeners and 
to the larger audience of the: nation 
where the difficult and. delicate labors 
in which he ‘has participated have 
been brought to a successful conclu- 
sion. This community is always ready 
to turn a pleased and listening ear to 
praise of Mr. CHoatTE, and Lord 
READING’s citation, for a precedent to 
justify his *seaking of the commis- 
sion’s rule not to attend banquets, of 
Mr. CHoATE’s adventure as a bencher 
of the Middle Temple, was happy and 
appropriate. The work in which the 
Englishmen and Frenchmen. of the 
commission have been engaged was, 
as Lord Rrapine said, not “a holiday 
task.” It was a serious task and 
those -who, performed it had a full 
sense of their great responsibility. It 
is of good augury for our future rela- 
tions with England arid France, not 
only in the field of finance but in 
every field of international relations, 
that Lord RpaDING and his associates 
carry.away impressions of our people 
and of our men of affairs as agreeable 
as those we have formed of them,

‘Bids 
for the, building of sixteen of. thesé 
have now been received “from nine 
competing companies, while other 
shipbuilding companies, which did not 
offer bids, were’ represented : -at the 
Navy Department when the Bids were 
opened. Hitherto competition ‘for the: 
building of American submarines has 
been practically limited to two com- 
panies. It is no secret that the" gub- 
marines we haye ‘had. thys far hiave 
been: experimental and many.of them 
‘have: not proved “very” satisfactory. 
One company now. undertakes to 
finish one boat within twelve months 
and to turn out two each month 
thereafter until the terms of the con- 
tract are fulfilled. The’ time asked 
for by the others ranges front sixteen 
to twenty-four months for the first 
boat, but all are ready’ to hand the 
othérs over to the Government at the 
raté of one or-two monthly:. 

Most of these boats are to be de- 
signed for coast defense. Only a few 
of the new submarines are to be of 
the sea-going type. The M-1 type 
has a maximum cruising radius of 
6,000 miles and is said to. be equal 
In power to the best of the German 
‘boats, and we shall in: timé ‘have’ sev- 
eral of that kind. But the best pur- 
pose the submarine can serve is the]: 
defensive. It is not within the bounds: 
of probability that the United States 
will ever engage abroad in such a 
warfare as Germany has lately pur- 
sued in the waters around the British 
Isles. We need submarines chiefly to 
protect,our coasts, and most of the 
boats now authorized. aré for that 
purpose. ,The specifications in the 
bids show that the shipbuilders have 
taken.to heart the lessons of the Eu- 
ropean war; they have studied the 
submarine. There will be no more 
¥F-4 disasters. The cost of the sixteen 
new vessels will range from $500,000 
to. $550,000 .each,..exclusive of arma- 
ment and signaling and radio outfits. 
A’ new type of electric engine for 
under-water service will be used, with 
the Diesel engine for, surface- power, 
and the average of speed will: be not 
less than 14 knots on the surface or 
11 knots when submerged. # : 

The submarines have conatituted 
the most troublésome ‘problem to,'be 
overcome ,in upbuilding our navy. 
The type has been neglected here, 
although it was an American inven- 
tion. The eagerness of the shipbuild- 
ers to enter upon this work indicates 
that they are confident that all the 
difficulties of effective submarine 
construction can be overcome. Our 
shipyards have turned out dread- 
noughts and armored cruisers equa] 
to any in the world’s navies. _The 
knack of submarine . building ‘hav: 
ing been discovered, they should now 
have a chance to show what they can 
do toward equipping our navy with: 
fast-going battle-cruisers.

! were interned, except Australians and Afri- 
cans, who were arrested later, notwithstand- 
ing that the German authorities had agreed 
not to intern them on the ground that the 
corresponding practice was ‘not adopted in the 
colontes.:*' 

H# says: ‘‘ The Germans, do not intern wo- 
men as the French do.” This is directly 
untrue indirectly © éntirely * ‘misleading.

Hurricane Damage Mounts Up 
as Isolated Districts Re- 
port Their Casualties. 


149 KNOWN TO BE DEAD 


Aid Rushed to Storm Victims Ma- | +2: 
rooned In Flooded Districts 
Below New Orleans. 


NEW ORLBANS, Oct. 1—Reports 
from the hurricane area in Louisiana 
and along the Mississippi Gulf Coast late 
today give 149 known dead, 106 reported 
dead, and 105 missing. Hundreds. of 
persons along the Mississippi and in- 
terior points are. marooned in flooded 
districts. The property damage is 
roughly estimated at $12,000,000, 

The known dead in Louisiana include: 
‘New Orleans and environs, 24; Rigolets, 
21; Lake Catherine, 22; near Frenier, 26, 
and ‘eight drowned by the sinking of 
the packet Hazel, near Grand Isle. 

There are reported dead and missing 
in Louisiana: Shell Beach, St. Bernard 
Parish, 16; Island De La Croix, 22; 
Yolosky, 46. 

Couriers by boat and train, as well as 
mail advices, today brought in reports 
of tremendous property loss and rumors 
of many drowned along both sides of the 
Mississippi River south of here.
